ary term s. 
The Toledo exposition bill, carrying 
an appropriation of #500,000, w as passed 
•without debate. 
Last night, w h en the river and harbor 
conference rep o rt w as presented, a de­ 
bate upon th e recession of the senate 
conferrees from th e senate am endm ent 
providing for reservoirs to irrigate arni 
lands a t the headw aters of the Missouri 
river w as precipitated by the advocates 
of the proposition. 
An effort wins m ade 
to recom m it the bill to the conferrees, 
but it failed a fte r an im passioned speech 
by Senator F rye, w ho subm itted the 
report. 
Crowded galleries looked dow n upon 
the struggling m em bers of the house 
Friday as the* closing scenes of the last 
legislative day of this congress were 
being enacted.

W h e n the senate convened about ll 
o'clock Friday morning it faced tile task 
of considering two of the great appro­ 
priation hills, those for th.* army and 
for supplying the general deficiencies. 
The former cannes appropriations ex­ 
ceeding $M),OOO,HOU and the latter about 
tao,CKK),OOO. 
W ith a determination to 
complete the appropriation bills the sen­ 
ate began to consider these measures 
aud about 8 o’clock last night the army 
bill was passed, the deficiency bill hav­ 
ing been passed nearly three hours be­ 
fore. 
A partial report on the sundry civil 
appropriation bill was agreed to, but the 
inability of the senate eonferrees to se­ 
cure an agreement on the Hawaiian 
cable proposition created a heated dis­ 
cussion, in the course of which Speaker 
Reed was alluded to in uncompliment­ 
ary terms. 
The Toledo exposition bill, carrying 
an appropriation of $500,000, was passed 
without debate. 
Last night, w hen the river and harbor 
conference report w as presented, a de­ 
bate upon the recession of the senate 
eonferrees from the senate amendment 
providing for reservoirs to irrigate arid 
lands at the headwaters of the Missouri 
river was precipitated by the advocates 
of the projxisition. 
An effort was made 
to recommit the bill to the eonferrees, 
but it failed after an impassioned speech 
by Senator Frye, who submitted tile 
report. 
Crowded galleries looked down upon 
the struggling members of the house 
Friday as the closing scenes of the last 
legislative day of this congress were 
being enacted.

Frank Gray was present 
when the conversation took place.” 
On cross examination he said: “I had 
the conversation with Hineman on Jan. 
29, and I purchased the goods later and 
knew I was purchasing stolen goods 
when I did so. 
I didn’t really think it 
was right, but he made me an offer and 
I took it. I can identify the goods by a 
private mark that I was requested to 
put there by Marshal Johnson when he 
got the goods. 
I paid 25 cantR for the 
goods.”

Chester Hanselman was brought into 
court for the first time and the wit­ 
nesses were sworn. 
Mrs. George Gamble said: “I was 
sitting in the kitchen of my residence 
with my sister-in-law when I saw Ches­ 
ter walk across the porch twice. He had 
been gone bat a few minutes when I 
heard a noise upstairs. I went to the 
foot of the stairs and heard the noise 
again, bat thought it was someone 
chopping wood and did not pay mach 
attention to it. I had jost sat down 
when Soapy Hineman came to the door 
and asked if Robinson’s lived there. I 
told him no and he left. I then went 
upstairs and missed the watch at once 
I called my mother and saw Chester 
going out the back way and called him.

I 
don’t know mach about the taking of 
the watch except that word was sent to 
me at the pottery, and when I went 
home the watch was gone. Edward 
Hanselman and Thompson Hineman 
came ap to see if I had accused Hine­ 
man of stealing the watch,and they told 
me they thought they could get the 
watch for me, and in about an hoar they 
came back with it.” The witness identi­ 
fied the watch. 
G. H. Green did not know anything 
about the case except what he had been 
told, and Charles Swan was called. At­ 
torney Clark said he should be warned 
that he did not need to incriminate 
himself and he had already testified 
enough to convict himself. 
The witness identified the watch and 
said: “Mr. Hineman came to me and 
asked me to bny a watch and I said I 
didn’t want it.

There are no restric­ 
tions, no exclusiveness. 
In the one the 
nations of the world arepictureii as vol­ 
untarily and submissively coming to 
Zion, and in the other the whole earth 
is called upon to glorify God and to 
serve God as the common creator and 
father of man. 
These psalms aro Mes­ 
sianic, and their prophecies have been 
and are being fulfilled. 
Tlie gates of Zion, because of their 
prominence, ,«tand for Zion it.'^^clf, and 
Zion, tlio Imly hill of .TerusaUni, for 
the church of Gofl and now the cliurcii 
of Christ. 
1. The love of (iod for Christ’s church 
is here emphasized.

The board of health failed to meet 
last night, and the only important 
m atter to have been acted upon, the 
annual report of Health Officer C. B. 
Ogden, went over. 
The report in sub­ 
stance is as follows: 
“ The city has been in a good sanitary 
condition during all of the past year. 
An inspection of the record of the causes 
of the deaths occurring daring the year 
will show that the contagious diseases 
are not to be charged with making the 
death rate. 
Yon will notice that pneu­ 
monia and typhoid fever are charged 
w ith 42 deaths. Most of these cases 
seem to have developed from ordinary 
cases of la grippe, which malady has 
been so prevalent during the year and 
is still with os, as the record for the 
past two months will show. 
This dis-1 
ease is not local, bat exists in all parts ; 
of the country, and a comparison of our I 
record with the records of other cities \ 
will show that our death rate is not ex- j 
cessive, although we would wish it 
much 
lower. 
Notwithstanding 
t h e ; 
severe losses from this source, the num- I 
ber of deaths for the year has reached 
only 170, or, on an estimated population 
of 16,000. a rate of IO 6 IO per thousand. 1 
W ith this one exception, the city has 
been in a very good condition. 
The 
completion of sewer district No. 2 will 
mark the beginning of an improvement 
in the healthfulness of that part of the 
city. The total number of births for 
for the jfcear is 327, or 157 in excess of 
the number of deaths. 
The record of 
births shows the number of males in 
excess of the number of females as 35, 
while the record of deaths shows that the 
number of the former in excess of the 
latter is only two. 
“ During the year there have been re­ 
ported to this department three cases of 
scarlet fever, 48 cases of typhoid fever 
and seven of diphtheria. We are pleased 
to report that all oases of scarlet fever 
aud diphtheria have recovered. 
All of 
these cases have been under the inspec­ 
tion of this department in accordance 
with the law. 
“ The public schools have been in 
spected by the health officer and all have 
been found in fairly good condition. 
“ The past year has seen the general 
extension of oar street paving. 
This is 
as it should be and will aid materallv in 
keeping our city in a good sanitary con • 
dition. Not mueh attention has been 
paid to the paving of alleys. 
It is here 
that refuse and filth accumulate and es­ 
pecially during the summer season, 
some of our alleys are in anything but a 
good sanitary condition. 
To remedy 
this we would suggest that all alleys be 
paved where at all possible. 
It will 
then be an easy m atter to keep them 
clean and there can be no doubt that 
the improvement will more than war­ 
rant the expense.

the only 
im portant 
m atter to have been acted upon, the 
annual report of Health Officer C. B. 
Ogden, w ent over. 
The report in sub­ 
stance is as follow s: 
“ The city has been in a good sanitary 
condition during all of the past year. 
An inspection of the record of the causes 
of the deaths occurring daring the year 
will show th at the contagious diseases 
are not to be charged w ith m aking the 
death rate. 
You will notice th at pneu­ 
monia and typhoid fever are charged 
w ith 42 deaths. 
Most of these cases 
seem to have developed from ordinary 
cases of la grippe, which m alady has 
been so prevalent daring the year and 
is still w ith us. as the record for the 
past tw o m onths will show. 
This dis­ 
ease is not local, but exists in all parts 
of the country, and a comparison of our 
record w ith the records of other cities 
will show th at oar death rate is not ex­ 
cessive, althongh we would wish it 
much 
lower. 
N otw ithstanding 
the 
severe loss* * from this source, the num ­ 
ber of dent Iix for the year has reached 
only 170, or, on an estimated population 
of 10,000. a rate of IO 6-IO per thousand. 
W ith this one exception, the city has 
been in a very good condition. 
The 
completion of sewer district No. 2 will 
mark the beginning of an improvement 
in the healthfulness of that part of the 
city. 
The total num ber of births for 
for the ^ear is 327, or 157 in excess of 
the num ber of deaths. 
The record of 
births shows the num ber of males in 
exdess of the num ber of females as 35, 
while the record of deaths shows th at the 
num ber of the former in excess of the 
latter is only two. 
“ During the year there have been re­ 
ported to this departm ent three cases of 
scarlet fever, 48 cases of typhoid fever 
and seven of diphtheria. We are pleased j 
to report th at all oases of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria have recovered. 
All of 
these cases have been under the inspec­ 
tion of this departm ent in accordance 
with the law. 
“ The public schools have been in 
spected by the health officer and all have 
been found in fairly good condition. 
“ The past year has seen t h e general 
extension of our street paving. 
This is 
as it should be and will aid m aterallv in 
keeping our city in a good sanitary con­ 
dition. 
Not much attention has been 
paid to the paving of alleys. 
It is here 
th at refuse and filth accum ulate and es­ 
pecially during 
the summ er season, 
i some of our alleys are in anything but a 
good sanitary condition. 
To remedy 
this we would suggest th at all alleys be 
paved where at all possible. 
It will 
then be an easy m atter to keep them 
clean and there can be no doubt that 
the improvement will more than w ar­ 
rant the expense.

towers. 
Here 
David brought the ark of the covenant 
and placed it iii a tent prepared for it. 
Priests performed service, and it became 
the central sanctuary of the new na 
; tional life, the f o r m e r sanctuary at ISbi 


I loll being abandoned, aud the brazen 
altar of sacrifice located at Gibeoii. 
When the temple Wits built by Sol 
onion on Moriah, it was reckoned as be­ 
longing to Zion, and the fortifications 
of the two xvere made the common de J 
fen se of the whole city. 
Zion was the j 
religious nam e of the city as Jerusalem 1 
was its secular title. It was the special 
center of Jehovah worship, the distinct 
ive and peculiar religion of israel. 
The term Zion means sunny or dry, 
perhaps in allusion to the natural ch a r­ 
acter of the cragged height. 
It became 
the synonym of safety aud happiness. 
As the citadel was the m ilitary defense 
of Israel’s capital city aud the abode of 
their great King David, so was Ziou 
the abode of their great God and the 
biding place from all evil powers. From 
thence 
G od’s 
law 
was 
given, aud 
here He was to he praised. 
Because of 
this worship special regard for the place 
aud for those coming there to offer w or­ 
ship is iii the Psalms attributed to God 
— “ He loved the gates of Z iou.” 
The service of this sanctuary was far 
different from that found in the holy 
places of the surrounding nations. 
As 
their deities xvere the powers of nature 
or the evil forces of the world, so their 
worship was sensual, often vile and fre 
queutly cruel. They sought to propitiate 
fierce ami vengeful gods or to indulge 
bodily appetites. 
The Jehovah of Zion 
xvas a God of justice, purify, holiness 
aud mercy. Blood of beasts xvas offered 
instead of human life, 
'I Ii** great festi 
xvere feasting 
times 
Songs of I 
praise and thankfulness xvere part of 
the ritual. 
Cleanliness of 
body was 
everywhere to be observed, ami this 1 
was to he a symbol and incentive to j 
purity of desires and ac tion. 
Goodness 
and kindness were to rule all actions. 
The name Zion came to be applied to 
the people of Jerusalem and to the city 
as a whole. 
In the New Testament it 
is not often used, but in Revelation the j 
term New Jerusalem is found, signify 
fog the future abode of the people of 
God. 
The church of Jesus Christ is often 
spoken of as Zion, ami there is much 
reason for such use of the name.

The board of health failed to meet 
last night, and the only important 
m atter to have been acted upon, the 
annual report of Health Officer G. B. 
Ogden, went over. 
The report in sub­ 
stance is as follows: 
“ The city has been in a good sanitary 
condition during all of the past year. 
An inspection of the record of the causes 
of the deaths occurring during the year 
will show that the contagions diseases 
are not to be charged with making the 
death rate. 
You will notice that pneu­ 
monia and typhoid fever are charged 
with 42 deaths. 
Most of these cases 
seem to have developed from ordinary 
cases of la grippe, which malady has 
been so prevalent daring the year and 
is still with os, as the record for the 
past two months will show. 
This dis­ 
ease is not local, but exists in all parts 
of the country, and a comparison pf our 
record with the records of other cities 
will show that our death rate is not ex­ 
cessive, although we would wish it 
much 
lower. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
severe losses from this source, the num ­ 
ber of deaths for the year has reached 
only 170, or, on an estimated population 
of 16,000, a rate of 10 6 10 per thousand. 
With this one exception, the city has 
been in a very good condition. 
The 
completion of sewer district No. 2 will 
mark the beginning of an improvement 
in the healthfulness of that part of the 
city. 
The total number of births for 
for the ^ear is 327, or 157 in excess of 
the number of deaths. 
The record of 
births shows the nnmber of males in 
exdess of the number of females as 35, 
while the record of deaths shows that the 
number of the former in excess of the 
latter is only two. 
“ During the year there have been re­ 
ported to this department three cases of 
scarlet fever, 48 cases of typhoid fever 
and seven of diphtheria. We are pleased j 
to report that all oases of scarlet fever 
and diphtheria have recovered. 
All of 
these cases have been under the inspec­ 
tion of this department in accordance 
with the law. 
“ The public schools have beeu in 
spected by the health officer and all have 
been found in fairly good condition. 
“ The past year has seen the general 
extension of our street paviug. 
This is 
as it should be and will aid materallv in 
keeping our city in a good sanitary con­ 
dition. 
Not much attention has been 
paid to the paving of alleve 
It is here 
that refuse and filth accumulate and es­ 
pecially duriug the summer season, 
some of our alleys are in anything but a 
good sanitary condition. 
To remedy 
this we would suggest that all alleys be 
paved where at all possible. 
It will 
then be an easy matter to keep them 
clean and there can be no donbt that 
the improvement will more than war­ 
rant the expense. 
“ The garbage question hasbeen before 
us for a long time. 
We are now pleased 
to report that the matter has been 
taken up 
by 
the 
board 
and 
a 
special committee is now investigating 
the different methods of disposing of 
garbage aud refuse. 
In our next report 
we hope to be able to report that this 
problem has been solved to the satisfac­ 
tion of all concerned. 
“ The sanitary policeman has made his 
regular tours of inspection and has 
served 746 notices to abate nuisances, 
etc. 
In cases of infectious diseases the 
premises 
have been placarded 
and 
fumigated as registered 
Twenty four 
horses aud M4 other animals have been 
d isp o sed of. 
There have been no prose­ 
cutions

Zion was the name of the citadel of 
Jerusalem fakeu by David from the 
Jebusite*. It was a high hill originally, 
much like the Acropolis at Athel]*, the 
citadel at Quebec or at Edinburgh. 
It 
was made immensely strong by wall* 
aud 
hat r lenient* and 
towers. 
Here 
David brought the ark of the covenant 
and placed it in a tent prepared for it. 
Priests performed service, aud it became 
the central sanctuary of the new na­ 
tional life, i be forme" sanctuary at Shi 
oh being abandoned, and the brazen 
altar of sacrifice located at Gibeou. 
When tim temple wil* built by Sol­ 
omon on Moriah, it wa* reckoned a* be­ 
longing to Zion, and tim fortifications 


o f the t w o were made the common de 
feline of the whole city. 
Zion was the j 
religious name of the city a* Jerusalem < 
was ii* secular title. It wa* the special I 
center of Jehovah worship, the distinct 
ive and peculiar religion of israel. 
The term Zion mean* sunny or dry, !

it became

The Jehovah of Zion 
wa* a Hod of justice, purity, holiness 
aud mercy. Blood of beast* wa* offered 
instead of human life. 
The great festi­ 
val* wet® feasting time* 
.Songs of 
praise and thankfulness were part of 
the ritual. 
Cleanliness of fssly wa* 
everywhere to he observed, and tin* j 
wa* to lie a symbol aud incentive to 
purity of desires aud act iou. 
( fondues* , 
and kindness were to rule all actious. 
The name Zion came to be applied to 
the people cif Jerusalem and to the city 
as a whole. 
In the New Testament it 
is not often used, but in Revelation the 
term New Jerusalem is found, signify 
lug the future abode of tho p e o pl e

God. 
The church of Jesus Christ is often 
spoken of a* Zion, and there is much 
reason for *>uch usa of the name.
